Odors Not Pro-Germ 


In commenting upon the propos- 


al to keep pigs for the purpose of 
:urning garbabe wastes into much 
needed port. an influential newspa- 
per editor objects that pigs in cities 
would create disagreeable odors and 
be a menace to the public health. 
The disajreeableness is conceded. 
That odors cause disease, however, 
is vehemently denied. 


The behalf that they do is as of- 


fensive io reason as a pig is to ones 
sense of smell. The danger of spread 
ing misleading information or lead- 
ing misinformation of the sort un- 
der discussion is that the public is 
thrown off the right track. It is 
camouflaged 
so to speak. 
When 


harmless things are made to 
ap- 


pear harmful, attention is drawn 
away from the harmful ones. The 
deception is thus made to play into 
the hands of the enemy. 


It is true that sometimes disease 


and disagreeable odors are- associat- 
ed. In such instances the odor may 
render a great service by directing

Wisconsin, will fake place at the Police Station 
in the City Hall In said city and will commence 
at 6 o'clock, a. m., on Monday, February 4,1918, 
and will continue on ccrh successive day there- 
after, between the hours of 6 a. m. and 8 p. m., 
and up to and including the 9th day of Febru- 
ary, 1918, at 8 o'clock p. m. 


Registration shall be made by affidavit of the 


alien enemy required to register, to be executed 
In triplicate and accompanied by four unmounted 
photographs of the registrant, not larger than 
3x3 inches in size, on thin paper, with a light 
background. Such photographs must be furnished 
by each registrant. 
Each photograph must be 


signed by the applicant accross the face thereof 
so as not to obscure the features, if the applicant 
is able (o write. 


Each alien enemy required to be registered 


shall be required to register his finger prints. 


The affidavits will be. furnished at the registra- 


tion place at the time each registrant appears for 
registration. A registration card will be issued by 
the registration ofiicer when the work ot registra- 
tion Is completed.

IN THIS COUNTY 


Authorities 
of 
the College of 


Agriculture" of the University of 
Wisconsin snnounce that 1234 Bad- 
ger growers in 27 counties have on 
hand close to 08,000 bushels of cer- 
tified seed potatoes ready to help 
plant the 1918 crop. 


No serl>us i|.iu,emic of disease 


has occurred to mar the season's 
prospects, and not any authentic 
cases of late blight were known in 
Wisconsin in 1917. 


The early frosts damaged some 


fields and reduced the size of the 
seed stock, but has not lowered its 
value for seeding purposes. Rejec- 
tions and withdrawals during 
the 


season were caused by varietal mix- 
tures and poor cultural conditions, 
stem troubles, common scab, black 
scurf, poor type and quality stand- 
ards. There were 180 applications 
at the start of the season n July. 


Records show that of the 93,000 


bushels listed in the certified class 
by "Inspectors J. M. Milward and 
John Brann, 63,000 bushels were 
Rural New Yorkers, 25,000 bushels 
Green Mountains and the remain- 
der was divided between Rurbanks, 
Irish 
Cobblers, 
Triumphs, 
and 


Early Rose. The total number of 
fields inspected 
amount to 1,055 


acres, out of which 725 acres pass- 
ed inspection and yielded certified 
slock. The average yield per acre 
of certified seed was 155 bushels. 


In addition to the state certified 


seed stocks, there are several thou- 
sand bushels of seed potatoes listed 
in what is called the registered 
class. The work was done by rep- 
resentatives of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture,'chiefly in 
the interests of other stales seek- 
ing lo obtain a quantity of disease- 
free, northern grown seed. 


In the certification class, Oceida 


county led with 18 growers, Wau- 
shara next with 17, Barren third 
with 16, Portage fourth with 15. 
Waupaca has 10 grower* listed, Door 
Rusk 6, and Douglas, Langlade and 
Oconto each 3. Bay field, Forest, 
Marinette, Polk, and Sawyer conn- 
lies have 2 growers in this class. 
One grower each is placed In Bur- 
nett, Columbia, Ean Claire, Fond 
du Lac, Monroe, Marqnette, Price% 
Sauk, Tayjor, and Waukesba coun 
lies.

Father" Of Night'In "Big 


Ditch" 


Co. L, 127lh Inf., Waco, Tex. 


January 10, 1018. 


Dear Father:— 


Well, Mabel went home Monday. 


I went down to the train with her. 
She was here three weeks and I'm 
sure hail a good time and found oul 
a lot of things about an army camp. 


Monday night the whole regiment 


•went out to the trenches; Co. L 
left here at 8:15 in four sections or 
plalloonx. I was Lieut. Frogner's 
plattoon sergt. We had the 1st plat- 
toon. Our Battalion (four compan- 
ies) represented the enemy and we 
were scheduled to be in the tren- 
ches for 48 hours, but about an hour 
before we started, orders came out 
saying it was changed tg 2* hours. 
Well, that didn't make an j one mad. 


After hiking about four miles on 


good roads we turned down an old 
road full of cactus, and then across 
a field and into the trenches (this is 
all done from maps) we, (1st plat- 
toon) found our sector (section) of 
the trench allright and then it was 
my duly to post sentinels and sev- 
eral hundred other things but ev- 
erything went smooth and we were 
the first ones to get our report back 
to Battalion headquarters, that we 
had relieved the plattoon that was 
in before us and hat we had our 
sentinels posted. 


Our plattoon was in the first line 


trench and were expecting a raid 
or an attack all night long so 
I 


staid up until two o'clock in 
the 


morning, but it was so cold and the 
wind was blowing so hard that I 
guess the enemy didn't have 
the 


nerve. There is only one "dug out" 
n the first line trench and that is 
called plattoon headquarters for the 
ieutenant in charge and the plat- 
oon sergeant. I crawled in 
there 


and slept a few hours, but was up 
again before daylight to wake the 
men up to "Stand to" which means 
hat every man 
gets up 
on 
the 


-fire step" with his rifle pointed 
"over the top". The men all had to 
sleep right in the bottom of 
the 


renches while they were not 
on 


guard and I had to crawl over them 
every time I'd make the rounds of 
he' trench. I stepped right on one 
rellow's 
head once; they 
wished 


me some pretty hard luck at 
the 


ime but in the morning everybody 
was cheerful when the old sun got 
up in the skies. 


Breakfast was brought to us at 
bout six o'clock and we were re- 
ieved by the sccorfd plattoon about 
'I o'clock. 
We then marched back 


if the_Iine about one mile and pit- 
hed our "pup tents" in a sandy 
iver bottom. There was a

tream running nearby, and, after a 
ood wash up and a hot dinner I 
elt like a top and slept until 
4 


•'clock; we had supper about five 
nj took down our tents and got 
>ur packs ready and then built a 
ouple of big bonfires and sang and 
old stories until 11 o'clock, when 
Mir outfit was relieved by another 
egiment and after about an hour's 
delay we struck for Camp MacAr- 
hur and got here at one o'clock 
Vednesday morning.

A 
good temperature for churnlnj Is 
degrees on an ordinary thermometer.

It churns better than when sweet or 
too sour. The cream should be kept 
at 59 degrees or lower till the day be- 
fore churning. Thta warm It tip to 70 
degrees, or'room heat. which will briog 
sbcrat the souring by the next day.
